The silver miners want "something 


more done for silver." Bat silver has 
had a good deal done for it, and. it haa 
proved to be a bad Job. Silver does not 
improve with age; whisky does. Uuder 
the Bland and Sherman acts we made a 
forced loan and ran the country in debt 
nearly 9600,000,000 in order to do gome- 
thing for silver by buying diver bullion. 


We have most of it stored away in 


cellari. It has not improved by age. It 
onst nearly a dollar an oanoe and is 
now worth less than 70 cents. We stand 
to Ion about 9160,000,000 on what we 
have done already for silver. If we tried 
to get rid of the silver without forcing 
people to take silver dollars, we should 
lone a gnat deal more. 


Now, if we had bought whisky at the 


lame rate per mouth—fa, 000,000 worth 
from 1878 to 1890 and nearly $4.000,- 
000 •worth from 1890 to 1893—we might 
have issued legal tender notes payable 
either in money or in whisky, and then 
we should have done much better. Each 
year's notes conld have been secured ou 
each year'* whisky purchases, BO that ns 
the years weut by every series would 
have been worth a premium because the 
whinky improved with age. 


Buying the whisky would also have 


made a good- market for corn and rye. I 
don't know how much corn or rye it 
takes to make a gallon, but it must take 
a good deal. Every gallon would have 
been certified in quantity and quality 
by (he government stamp on the pack- 
age, just as the silver dollars are. 


According to the 16 to 1 attorneys of 


the silver turners, all that is needed to 
make silver as good ai gold is a force 
bill or a legal tender act. Now, if cheap 
si Ivor can be doubled iu value by a 
force bill, why not anything else—why 
uot whisky? 


The farmer wants to get double prices 


an much as the silver miners want to, 
and if it only needs the force of a legal 
tender act to put up the price of silver 
from 60 or 70 cents an ounce to |1.39, 
why not put up other prices? Mr., New- 
laud* of Nevada lays that the purpose 
of the Silver party IB to make a 50 cent 
eilver dollar equal to a 100 cent gold 
dollar. Why not make whisky certifi- 
cates or cattle certificates a legal tender 
secured by good liquor and good beef? 


One kind of flat money is just as good 


as another. If people are to bo forced to 
take fiat money whether they want it or 
not, wonld it not be well to give them 
a kind of money that has -something 
better than silver behind it—something 
that improves with age? People say 
there i* never enough good whisky, so 
that if we bad bought the whisky and 
put it away to improve by age there 
would have been enough whisky, there 
would have been plenty of money, and 
there would have been a great deal bet- 
ter market forcorn and rye. 


But perhaps cattle would do bettor 


than whisky. No one could object to 
cattle. Cow money is older than any 
other kind of money. Cows, sheep, asses 
and other oattle weretnonpy and did all 
the work of money for centuries. Who 
demonetized the cow? It was a worse 
crime than th* act of 1878. There are 
only a handful of silver miners, but 
only think of the number of fanners 
who have suffered because cows were 
demonetised. Why should not the farm- 
erg supply themselves with all the legal 
tender cow money they want off their 
own pMtaret? It only needs a legal ten- 
dei act and an issue of legal tender cow 
money payable in kine. 


The ancient 'Persians were a great 


people, before the Greeks conquered 
them, 'and it was the Greek coins that 
did away with the cow money. We 
might copy the Persian laws. They fixed 
the amount of money and the value of 
it When a physician attended a family, 
he was entitled by tow to make the fol- 
lowing charges: 


"He .hall heal the priest for a, holy 


'blearing. He shall heal the lord of a 
town for an OK of high value. He shall 
heal the lord of a borough for an oz of 
average value. He shall heal the master 
of the house for an oz of low value. He 
,«h»U heal the wife of the lord of a town 
for the value of a mare. He shall heal 
the wife of the master of a borough for 
thn value of a cow. He shall heal the 
wife of t!in moxter of a bouse for the 


value of a she ass." 
The "cleanser" 


was called upon to cleanse a child for a 
lamb. What the cleansing was I know 
not. 


Cowl and bulls circulated all over 


Aria and all through what is now Eu- 
rope, away up among the Partbians and 
over among the Gnuls even in Ireland. 
Asses were good money, and the asteg 
carried the other goods that people 
traded in when they were trained to it, 
Cows and bulls kept the money in cir- 
culation—plenty of it 


Oar farmers had better take this mat- 


ter up and get Uncle Sam to stamp all 
the calves as well as the coins. Stamp 
the calves at a quarter of a cow, stamp 
a heifer at halt a cow and a 2-year-old 
"beef critter" as a full unit or standard 
of value, good as#old. Certificates conld 
be issued for the whole lot and they 
would all be legal tender. What a true 
money system that would be, to be sure! 
Who wants any gold or .silver when he 
cau get cow money and ass money and 
whisky money for small change? 


Whisky can be easily divided into 


•mall parcels and certificates issued—a 
half gill for a nickel, cue gill for a 
dime, one liimb certificate for 91, one 
sheep certificate for $2; onecnlf, 95; a 
1-year-old, f 10, and a 2-year-old "beef 
critter," 930, full standard unit of 
value. 


Then the hens could come in to sup- 


ply small change. Wl.-y not? A one egg 
certificate in place of a cent. 


Would not Hint give the Populist 


fanners all they want—a kind of mon- 
ey and all they want of it based on 
their own crops? Would uot everything 
be lovely? The great farming interests 
of the country would be promoted. 
There would be a full and abundant 
supply of money. How much per cap- 
itn? They say they waut fifty dollars 
| ($oO) per head. How would certificates

There would have to be oue ass per 


I capita to carry the bmdcii. Such a sup- 
ply would enable everybody to get all 
that kind of money that he wanted. 
There would be no more abuse of gold- 
bugs or silver cranks, and we might 
have a rest from all our money troubles. 


The more this plan is considered the 


more I think it will be admired. Cow 
money ii the oldest standard or unit of 
value that we know anything about It 
Was uot until after the pestilent inven- 
tion of coinage that cow money was de- 
monetized. 


That crime has never been traced to 


the wretches who committed it We 
know that Senator Stewart and other 
membnrs of the house aud the senate 
committed the crime of 1878 against 
silver, but the crime against cow money 
ought to be brought luto court and its 
nefarious promoters placed at the bar of 
Justice aud put into contempt for all 
time 1o corae.

THE DECLINE IN WHEAT. 


It» Tnlae r,e«s Only In Cities— Dae to 


Foreign Competition* 


Thirty years ago Amerioan wheat sold 


without present competition at a high 
price in the English market and com- 
manded a correspondingly high price in 
the United States, because modern fa- 
cilities of transportation had been more 
quickly adopted here than elsewhere. 
But by degrees South America and Rus- 
sia have introduced our elevator systems 
and processes of railroad transportation, 
so that the wheat growers of that section 
aud of India have of late years brought 
their products into competition with 
our own, thus necessarily forcing down 
the price. 


But aotwithstanding this, the Ameri- 


can wheat grower does uot seem to have 
materially suffered, for Hon. L. G. 
Powers, labor commissioner of Minne- 
sota, has pointed out in his last report 
that farmers iu Minnesota have been 
getting within the last few years as 
much on their farms for their wheat as 
they ronld obtain at the same place SO 
years ago. The price of wheat is lower 
in Chicago, New York and London, but 
the loss by this decline has not been to, 
the farmer, but to the transporter, aud 
this as the direct result -of improved 
methods of transportation. If auy one 
cJm point out how a change in the 
standard could have made any beneficial 
difference in this respect wo should very 
much like to have him do it.—Ex- 
change. 


When the price of silver went down, the 


mine owners got together and established 
bureaus of literature and oratory to spread 
the doctrine of free coinage. With few 
exceptions the men who backed this move- 
ment were men who had grown rleh snd- 
denlr—not by toll, but by the good for- 
tune of discoveries of rloh silver deposits, 
mined for them by others who had no In- 
terest In the profits of their work. If 
these men had seen any other way to pro- 
mote the use of silter, to increase the de- 
mand for it and so to make Its market 
Talno greater, no donbt tliey would have 
followed It. But there was no way to Ond 
a market for the enormous output of sli- 
ver except by selling It at a fixed price to 
the government So these men set about 
Inflaming the Imagination of all who wero 
oppressed by the hsK'd times—times which 
were made hard by the fear that the 
United States was going to a silver baste 
three years ago. 
They succeeded In gain- 


Ing control of tho jDetnocratio convention, 
and it named a free coinage candidate for 
president. This syndicate of miners— for- 
tune seekers and gamblers nil of them—IA 
seeking to capture congress antt the presi- 
dency next March. When the people of 
the United States begin toreallm the char- 
acter of this conspiracy, they will go to 
work to suppress It at th« polls la Novem- 
ber. 


Our Low Europe's Gain. 


If it is now desired to perpetuate the 


gold standard in Europe, let the govern- 
ment at Washington adopt free coinage 
of silver at tho ratio of 1 to 13. At 
present, after the closure of the Indian 
mints, this step'eoald not possibly have 
any other result than to make the Amer- 
ican standard a silver standard. The 
price of silver, of course, would rise, 
be: not to 69 pence And not permanent- 
ly. The United States would have a 
standard not materially different from 
that of Mexico. All the disadvantages 
and all the advantages of a fluctuating 
and depreciated money standard would 
follow. Gold monometallism would be 
replaced by silver monometallism. The 
double standard would become nominal. 
No bimetallists con approve of ithis. 
Free coinage of silver in the United 
States would result in harm to Europe, 
no donbt, but also in advantage. Per- 
haps the harm would predominate, but 
one thing is certain—the absorption of 
the American gold, the continual sup- 
plies coming from the American gold 
production, would for a' long time to 
come relieve the European powers of all 
auziety for their gold standard. The 
monetary anarchy would thus be per- 


i petuated for a space tst time beyond es- 


timation.—Dr. Otto Arendt in. 
American Review.

ETIQUETTE IN SPAIN; 


There the People An PnnetllloMly Polite 


at All Tlnuei 


Spaniards have some rule* of etiquette 


that would prove turprising to the av- 
erage easy going American. Take, for 
instance, the rules governing visits. 
When the first call is made by a lady, 
she is expected to arrive in K carriage, 
that being considered a mark of high re- 
spect. Should the person called npon be 
absent from home, the visitor is expected 
to leave her card with one end turned 
over, and in one coiner is to be written 
the initials R P., meaning ea persona, 
or in person, rjpon ringing the bell the 
visitor is usually greeted by an unseen 
person with the words, "Qnien es?" or 
"Who's there?" to which should be re- 
plied "Gents de paa," or persons of 
peace. Entering, the visitor is conduct- 
ed to tbe best room in the home, led np 
to a sola and placed to the right of the 
hostess. On rising to take leave the 
proper form is to exclaim, in the ease 
of a lady, "Senora, I place myself at 
your feet." She will answer in a sim- 
ilarly figurative way by saying: "I kiss 
your hand. May yon depart with God 
and continue well 1'' Feminine visitors 
aro sainted with a kiss, both npon their 
arrival and departure. It isfoonsidercd 
an unpardonable breach of good man- 
ners for a gentleman to offer to shake 
hands with a Spanish lady. Another 
decidedly objectionable proceeding, in 
Spanish eyes, is to offer a lady one's 
arm when walking with her. Should a 
Spanish gentleman so far forget himeolf 
as to offer his arm to his wife, he would 
be looked npon as lamentably ignorant 
of the laws of etiquette governing good 
society in the land of his birth. 


Another noticeable custom is that 


when walking with a Spaniard in 
Spain it is considered the height of ill 
manners to walk on the inside. This is 
the place of honor and should always 
be given to the native. When a well 
bred Spaniard meets a lady on tho 
street, he always passes to the outside, 
thus making way for her, but with men 
this rule is not observed. Whoever has 
the wall on his right hand in the nar- 
row streets is entitled to keep it. 


These are some of the most noted pe- 


culiarities of the rigorous rules govern- 
ing Spaniards of polite breeding. They 
are punctilious almost to the point of 
absurdity in most things, but their po- 
liteness is of a kind that wears well.—

ADIRONDACK LANDS. 


AM Xnportaat Order AOeotli* 


or Acres of Valuable rarest*. 


,. Albany, Sept. 
13.—An Important 


order affecting title to thousands'oi 
acres of Adirondack lands has been 
made by state comptroller James A. 
Robert*. He hold* that cancellations 
made in 1B83 by former state comptrol- 
ler Edward Wemple of state tax sales 
in township 88, Hamilton county, of 
Adirondack lands were void and that 
therefore the sales are still In full 
force. It is stated that about 40,000 
acre* of valuable timber land are In- 
volved in this order. This decision of 
the present state comptroller may be 
far reaching, Involving the question 
as to whether most of'the cancella- 
tions made where the ataio was tho 
purchaser 
at 
the 
sale, are 
not 


also void. If an appeal is made to the 
court* and the comptroller's ruling 
upheld, probably title to £00,000 acres 
of valuable lands within the Adiron- 
dack preserve would be restored to the 
state.' The decision given by Comp- 
troller Roberts will be a factor in the 
litigation between A. C. Hall of this 
city and Ojthers, who obtained posses- 
sion of the lands in this case under 
cancellation, and the Hamilton Park 
company, owners of the title, to tho 
latter of whom the lands now revert.
